Taft are quartered at the white house 
tonight is due to the thoughtfulness of 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt, who. 
realizing the convenience of such an 
arrangement, extended their hospitality. 

Besides the president-elect and Mrs. 
Taft, the white house dinner guests in- 
cluded Senator-Elect Elihu Root anc 
Mrs. Root, Former Senator Knox, who 
is to be Mr. Taft's secretary of Siate, 
and Mrs. Knox: Representative Nicho- 
las Yonzworth and Mrs. Longworth, 
daughter of the president: Admiral and 
Mrs. Cowles, and Miss Mabel Board- 
man.

Attempting to brain Bicycle Police Of- 
ficer Blackstone with a flat fron, George 
Hammond, a negro living in West Dnd, 
was last night seriously and perhaps 
fatally shot in his own house. The of- 
ficer fired three times, and a)! three bul- 
lets took effect, one in the head, another 
in the right chest and the third in the 
abdomen. Immediately after the shoot- 


the house thréatening to raise a mob of 
negroes and. lynch Blackstone. At a 
late hour last night, nothing further had 
been heard from Yim. 

The trouble wtih Hammond grew out 
of an attempt on the part of Bicycle 
Officers Blackstone and Dunston to ar- 
rest him for disorder committed earlier 
in the night. At 1} o'clock the officers 
appeared at the negro’s house at 208 
Ashby street, and found him _in- 
side. They gained entrance with 
difficulty, and instantly the negro 
sprang toward Officer Blaokstone, bran- 
dishing a smoothing iron high over his 
head. The officer fired three times in 
rapid succession, and the negro went 
down, perhaps fatally wounded. He was 
later sent to the Grady hospital. 

A brother of Hammond, whose name 
is unknown to the police, was in the 
second story of the house when the 


wsualiy. but, in anticipation of tomor- 
row, Mr. Taft found the arrangements 
of his hosts permitted of a reasonably 
eariyv retirement.

“Give me the friefids of foul weath- 
“er rather than those. of fair,” was his 
cheery greeting to his fellow towns-, 
men, who cheered him  lustily. A 
Fandshake and a cheery word of rec- 
ognition to each man W4s given, as a 
line was formed which passed witht 
rapidity under the portico where Mr. ] 
Taft had taken his position. This was 
the first greeting to the Cincinnati 
friends of Judge Taft. They are to 
partake of luncheon with President 
Taft at the white house tomorrow aft- 
ernoon. 

The Yale class of 1878, of which Mr. 
Taft is a proud member, had their in- 
ning with the president-elect this after- 
noon. He drove down town, met them 
in the rain and proceeded to the steps 
ef the navy department ®uilding, where 
f&ll posed for a group picture.

Washington, D. C., March 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The penal code bill passed the 
senate this afternoon ajfter the elimina- 
tion’ of the obnoxious sections which 
the democrats opposed as being rem- 
nants of the reconsruction era. This 
bill contains the anti-jug rider. It has 
finally run the gauntlet in both houses 
and will go to the president for his sig- 
nature. 

From the section which declares that 
troops of the United States shall not 
be used in any state except in case of 
war or to keep peace at the polls, the 
words “to keep peace at the polls” were 
stricken, This relic of reconstruction 
horrors will no more find a place on the 
statute books. 

Right te Serve on Juries. 

Another section affecting the right to 
serve on juries, which provided that no 
citizen of the United States should be 
discriminated against in the matter of 
selection for jury duty because of race, 
color or previous condition of servitude, 
was eliminated from the bill. The 
means that negroes may be kept off the 
juries in the south. 

These were the sections awatase which 
the senate democrats were determined 


southern senators were placed in a 
most embarrassing postition on account 
of this measure. They were bitterly op- 
posed to the obnoxious sections above 
referred to and yet they were desirous of 
-having enacted into law the prohibi- 
tion amendment.

TAFT CALLS ROOSEVELT PEER 
OF LINCOLN AND WASHINGTON 


Man Who Goes Into White 


House Today Malies Publie 


His Estimate of the Man Who 
' Goes Out. 


New York, March 3.—In its issue of 
(March 6, Collier’s Weekly will publish 
the following article by President- 
Elect Taft. under the caption, ‘My 


Predecessor’ 

“Mr. Roosevelt and I came to know 
each other when he was chairman of 
the civil service commission and I was 
solicitor general, in 1890 to 1662, in 
Washington. We were both subordi- 
nates in the Harrison administration. 
We lived in the same part of Washing- 
ton—he on Nineteenth street, near the 
British embassy, and I on Dupont cir- 
cle, Our wives knew each other well, 
and some of our children. were born at 


about,.the same time. 

“We found, after discussion, that we 
agreed in quite a marked way jin our 
views of proper political ideals and 
proper political methods. We were as 
emphatic in the judgment that the po- 
litical reformer who was ynot willing to 
accept conditions as they were as the 
basis for his action, and to work for 
the better things that were practical, 
without achieving all that he would 
like to achieve, was rather a hindrance 
than a help to progress, and merely 4s8- 
sisted the permanent. control of the boss 
and the machine. This, I think, has 
been the moving principle of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s career. He has believed in prac- 
tical progress and not in ideals which 
make for no real advancement. 

“After these two years, I went upon 
the bench, left Washington, and only 
occasionally met him, though from time 
to time. as. changes came into his 
career, we carried on correspondence, 
and, as crises would arise, he would 
not infrequently write’ me to secure my 
judgment on particular situations. 

Says Associates Love Roosevelt. 

“Nio one could be associated with Mr. 
Roosevelt closely without having the 
strongest possible affection for 
His mind, his disposition and his tem- 
perament are all of that class that 
would rather make him agree than dis- 
agree with the people with whom he 
comes in contact. But this is not to 
say that he does not enjoy a contro- 
versy and a fight according to the rules 
of the game, for he does. He believes 
as strongly as possible in team-work, 
and I never served under any man, or 
hope to serve under another man, ,80 
intensely loyal to the cause which we 
were both seeking to uphold, and so 
generous in his acceptances of the full 
responsibility for his subordinates in 
the work as Theodore Roosevelt. I 
never served under another who was as 
generous in his praise of those who 
worked with him and who was as will- 
ing to accord more than their desserts 
to the -men who were shoulder to shoul+ 
der with him in the fight. That 
characteristic of his has been calicu- 
lated to tie men to him wifh bonds of 
steel. 

“Tne theory that Mr. Roosevelt is of 
exceedingly impuisive n re is, perhaps, 
@ue to the extent of Bne saying that

Perhaps 
I value this virtue more highly because 
I lack it myself. The result of quick 
decision and action might have im- | 
paired the success of Mr. Roosevelt’s 
career iif it had not been that he has 
been freer than most men from that 
Pride of opinion which prevents many 


men from admitting their error, revers- 


ing their judgment and changing their 
course. , 
Willing te Reverse Himself. 

“Tt have had to do with:a number of 
presidents and with a good many chiefs, 
and I am well within the truth when 
I say-that I never met aman _ who, 
upon proper presentation,’ would re- 
verse himgeélf as willingly and with as 
little trace of obstinacy or unreason- 
ableness as Mr, Rooseveit. . 

“The relation between Mr. Roosevelt 
and myself has been one of close and 
Sweet intimacy. It has never been mif- 
fled’ in the slightest degree, dnd | do not 
think that‘ we Have ever misunderstocd 
each other. Mr. Roosevelt’s tastes and 
mine have not been the same. In the 
matter of athletics, he takes to those 
games more violently than I am suited 
to and more violent than. I like. He has 
the strongest ‘literany sense and a power 
of application in ruling current litera- 
ture that to me is marvelous. He loves 
life akin to that of the pioneer; he loves 
like akin to that of the pioneer; he loves 
roughing it,-and I don’t. 

“Mr. Roosevelt never had the educa- 
tion and practice of a lawyer. His in- 
tense desire to reach practical resuits 
for good has made him at times im- 
patient of the restraint of legal meth- 
ods, while I have been trained as a law- 
yer and a judge and am 4s strongly im- 
ued with the necessity 
Ods as eleven years on the bench are 
likely to make one, and yet, in spite. off 
this difference of method and difference 
of temperament, it. is quite remarkable 
to me, and we have frequently comment- 
ed on it to each other, that we have 
been in agreement in our views as to 
the results that ought to be obtained in 
the matter of government and polit 
progress, even to details, much more 
than other men who have come into 
association with both of us.

‘“CANNED MUSIC” BILL 
PASSED BY CONGRESS 


Provides Author of Musical 
Composition Shall Receive 
Two Cents Per Disc. 


Washington, March 3.—Both houses of 
congress today passed a bill to amend 
and consolidate the copyright laws. Bills 
upon this subject have been before the 
senate and house for a number of years, 
but differences of opinion over the pro- 
tection to be given composers of music, 
especially when their works were repro- 
duced by mechanical devices, prevented 
the enactment of a law. 

Early today the house passed the bill 
which was introduced in the senate 
during the present session by Senator 
Smoot, and in the house by Mr. Currier, 
and toMfght the bijJl was messaged to 
the senate and immediately passed. 
There was no discussion in the senate, 
and very little’ in the house. 

The ‘“‘canned music” provision is that 
the author of a musical composition 
shall receive two cents per disc, or roll, 
when manufactured for reproduction.

INSPECTOR LYNCH 
ASSIGNED TO GEORGIA 


National Pure Food Inspector 
Will Cooperate With In- 
spector Methvin. 


<ounsel for the 


National Pure Food Inspector J. L. 
Lynch, under the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture at Washington, D. 
C., has been assigned to Georgia by 
Secretary James Wilson of that depart- 
mént, to cooperate with Pure Food In- 
spector Methvin, of Georgia, in rigidly 
enforcing the national pure food law 
in this state. Inspector Lynch has ar- 
rived in Atlanta and has undertaken 
his duties in this connection. 

The reason for this assignment was 
that Pure Food Inspector Methvin found 
a great many interstate cases which 
came under his observation and which 
he was not able to deal with owing to 
the fact he is only a state inspector. 

With the arrival of Inspector Lynch, 
Georiga becomes the leading pure food 
state in the south. The greatest num- 
ber of confiscations under this law re- 
cently have ‘been those of mixed grains 
and mixed animal] feeds. For years 
Georgia was the dumping ground for 
all aduiterated- concentrated feeding 
stuffs, but since the pure food law has 
been in vogue thie state has been prac- 
tically freed of them. 

Cotton seed meal, which measures up 
more neariy to the food standard of 
the state adn national governments in 
regard to feeding stuff, is forging rapid- 
ly to the front and is now recognized 
as the leading as well as the cheapest 
cattle feed in the south. 

The inspectors report that this feed is 
being used more generaHy throughout 
the state than ever before.

~ For with one happy and perspicuous discovery of a forgotten law, he has, 
stayed the onsweeping extinction of Br’er "Possum and drawn the attention 
of the state to the neglected, costly and confusing status of the codification 
of the statutes of the state. | 

As detailed elsewhere, Judge Park was the unintentional means of threat- 
ening the future existence of the marsupial in the state of Georgia. 

His patriotic effort to supply the famous Taft Atlanta banquet with its 
now famous ‘possum course, started a national demand that has raised the 
price of the luxurious marsupial from fifty cents to five dollars. 

From Rabun Gap to Tybee Light, therefore, the hunt has been in progress 
to supply the demand the country over. 

The swamps and the thickets couldn’t stand that sort of drain long. 

But the twinkling-eyed little animal is to be saved from utter destruction 
by due process of law. Judge Park has discovered a Georgia statute which 
imposes specifically a closed season for possum from March 1 to October 1. 

Even now hundreds of Georgians are inadvertently law-breakers, laying 
themselves liable to penalties prescribed in the code. 

Judge Park will charge his grand juries with the necessity for the pro- 
tection of the lowly animal, and he will quote the Georgia law on the subject. 

His discovery emphasizes the fact that the Georgia laws have not been 
codified sinte 1895, more than fourteen years. 

It is no wonder that our judicial processes are cumbered with technical- 
ity, and that many of our best lawyers are either in ignorance of important 
provisions or experience difficulty in preparing and prosecuting cases out of 


ithe beaten track. And if it’s that way even with the lawyers, how can we 


blame the ’possum hunters who have been violating the law since March 1? 
Billy *Possum should be infinitely thankful for the timely discovery of 
Judge Park. 
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COOPERATIVE ROAD BUILDING. 


Realization in fullest measure of the possibilities under the new system 
which is soon to place practically the entire working convict force of the 
state upon the public roads, can come only through harmonious understand- 
ing and effort on the part of the counties which have decided to take ad- 
vantage of this progressive opportunity. 

Already, here and there, agreements have been made with this particular 
end in view. A convention for the promotion of a road from Chatham, 
through Effingham and Screven, headed toward Augusta, has just been held 
at Springfield, the county seat of Effingham, where the good roads movement 
was encouraged by the presence and statements of Govérnor-elect Joseph M. 
Brown. 

To movements such as this, the state must look for successful and ad- 
vantageous road building. 

The county which: goes at this work in hit-or-miss fashion, wil] not ac- 
complish half so much as that which proceeds systematically to develop those 
roads which will utimately become part and parcel of great highways cross- 
ing the state from east to west and from north to south. 

Counties lying between Atlanta and Macon ought to reach, as speedily 
as possible, some understanding which will lead to the construction of a 
well-paved roadway between these two cities. From Maton southward there 
should be planned highways reaching to Savannah, to Brunswick and through 
Albany to Thomasville. Likewise there should be extensions through the 
counties tothe north of Atlanta, and spurs east and west, bringing into first- 
class public road connection all of the leading communities of the state. 

The more county effort takes this systematic direction, the greater will 
be the ultimate advantage not only to the whole state, but to the county itself.

The céunties, of course, are at liberty to follow their own inclination in 
the system of road improvement which they adopt, but common sense will 
dictate that they will make serious mistake if they overlook the value and 
importance of that cooperative effort which will give them conneeting road- 
ways north, south, east and west. : 

It is one of those state-wide movements which will bring large and sub- 
stantial return to every county which participates in it. 

County cooperation should be the chief policy pursued in road buitding.

New Foundland, it ts stated, has been 
looked upon for many years as a suit- 
able landing place for the American 
end of trans-Atlantic cables, but the 
Anglo-American Cable Company has, 
until recently, had the exclusive land- 
ing rights in the island.
